August 9: August is Child Support Month and Stacy Rodgers and Joe Jackins talk with Kai Jackson about
their success at getting non custodial parents to pay child support. They discuss how child support funds go
towards the needs of children and what happens when that support ceases.

August 9: The American Red Cross Holocaust and War Victims Tracing Center based in Baltimore helps to
connect families that were torn apart in World War I1. Linda Klein, the director, tells Kai Jackson how time
is running out for many who are in their 80’s and 90’s and are looking for missing loved ones.

August 16: Kai Jackson talks with Christopher Buser about the programs the Veterans Administration offers to those
returning from combat in Iran and Afghanistan. They discuss the medical conditions of Vets and how the VA helps
with physical problems to mental health issues.

August 16: Representatives from The Men’s Center tell Kai Jackson how they are expanding services to offer
programs for the entire family — not just men who have been released from jail. Their programs address needs
ranging from healthcare to employment training. They tell Kai Jackson about their upcoming back to school rally
where children in East Baltimore will receive free school supplies.

Omar Muhammad
tells Kai Jackson about the needs of female entrepreneurs and how this conference is tailored to address gender
specific issues.
